Applicant argues that: 



(1) Quass fails to teach analyzing text expression within a 
configurable area of a page. 

(2) Quass fails to teach evaluating user visible display format hints. 

(3) Quass does not teach any of the steps of: analyzing a text 
expression within a predetermined number of words and in at least one 
predetermined direction from said fields; based on page coordinates, 
examining said page in general vicinity of the field in all directions from 
the field and analyzing text expression closest to said field; and 
disregarding text expressions embedded within parentheses or quotation 
marks. 

(4) Light does not teach comparing a field's default value with a field 
label dictionary. 

(5) Quass fails to teach traversing the elements in one sequence and 
then in an opposite sequence. 

(6) Quass does not teach identifying mapping of at least a field 
following a current field in said second sequence; and mapping said 
current field based on said mapping of said following field. 

. (7) Quass does not teach mapping current field to same display format 
of a preceding field if both fields are the same field type. 
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(8) There is no mention of checkout forms. 

2. In response to point (1), Quass teaches an input text parser uses rules for analyzing text. 
The rules include analyzing any text within the table cell of a page [0054] [i.e., text within a 
configurable area]. 

3. In response to point (2), Quass discloses evaluating context information such as relative 
positioning in a table or proximity to other XHTML element [0052] user visible format hints]. 

4. In response to point (3), Quass teaches searching the same line, same row, before and 
after are consider as searching in all direction [0054]. 

5. In response to point (4), Light teaches comparing field's default value (e.g., social 
security numbers, date of birth, fig. 6) with a field label dictionary (database storing similar tags) 
(col. 3, lines 60-66). 

6. In response to point (5), Quass teaches looking for text following, and on the same line 
(one sequence) and looking for text preceding, and on the same line (reverse of the one 
sequence) [0054]. 

7. In response to point (6), Quass teaches looking for text in the table cell following (a field 
following the current table cell) [0054]. 
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8. In response to point (7), Quass teaches looking for text in a table cell following in a table 
cell format (mapping of current field to the same format of preceding field) [0054]. (Note that 
both current and following text are in the table cell format.) 

9. In response to point (8), Quass teaches classifying a form as a "fill it out" form (checkout 
form) [0015].
